An Interlude of Comedy. 

The presence of Mr. Manx Surru, and 
a company of players dove-tailed for com- 
edy purposes, revives, if it does not fresh- 
en, the somewhat drooping interest of 
play-goers in what is known in stage parle 
as old English comedy. The term Old 
English Comedy” has different significa- 
tions in this and in the mother country.

It is not ma- 
terial, though the difference is consider- 
able, to inquire how it happens; for there 
is little popular knowledge of the wits who 
flourished under the Merry Monarch. The 
public is very familiar, however, with Sir 
Anthony and Old Hardcastle, with Pilicoddy 
and Robert Tyke, with Sir Hrtinar and 
Farmer Acorn, and as no actor of the pres- 
ent day presents this class of parts more

acceptably than Mr. Marx SMITH, we 
may lock for such improval of the occasion 
as bygone associations and current interest 
may prompt.

colored man named Charles Davis, 


at the grave-yard opposite Lebanon chucrh. 
Devis got there first, I arrived next, and Taylor 
last. We soon started down to Park's house, 
Taylor seying that he did not know whether 
they could get the money without killing the 
family or not; he did mot know the endet con- 
dition of the house; he would go down and see 
what they could do, and if they could not get 
the money without killing them, he would have 
to doit. When we ali arrived there Taylor went 
éround the house twice to see what he could 
discover. He then said that they were 
all in the house, and that he could not 
possibly get the without killing 
them. Taylor went and ‘en ax belonging to 
Park. They told meto stay in the front yard 
and watch that nobody approached. Taylor and 
Davis tlLen went im together to get the money, 
entering at the back door. Directly after they 
got in they struck a light, after which I heard 
the licks, groaning and mashing. After they 
had been in there sometime they came out, Tay- 
lor carrying an ax. Taylor end Davis each had 
a bundle of clothing, one in a quilt, the other in 


they expected, and would not divide until the 
thing was settled; then be would make it all 
gut.

The 
party tLen repaired to Davis house, and arreet- 
ed him also, bringing both of them to Henry 
ville that night, where they were kept until

I did not hear any groaning 
in the house; only heard Taylor and Davis 


about money, I said that if they had got any 
t oney, I would like to have some. 

JOHNSON RECANTS. 
Our reporter being satisfied that the negro 
could not tell his story twice in the same man- 
ner, now tried another system of tactics on him, 
and got the following materially different story: 

Johnson—I was very badly scared when I nrade 
the confession ; they said they were going to hang 
me, and weapons were drawn on me, telling me 
I must tall or die. 

R.—Well, now might there not be some 
mistake about your being with Davis and Tay 
lor last Saturday night? Suppose you were free, 
apd had no cause for any fear whatever, would 
you insist on the story you told last night, ead 
what you swore to before ‘Squire Ryan this 
morning? Now, did you not tell a lie and per. 
jure yourself becauge you feared your life would 
be taken? 

Johnson—Now, mister, I will be open. The 
fact of the matter 18, I was not there. at all Sat- 


vis at all on Saturday night. I have not seen 
‘Squire Taylor since last Thureday. I went to 
Garaett’s house on Saturday night to his 
Gaugtter. That is why I was out all ay 
nit ht. 

B.—Whea you were taken out this morning to 
be taken before Squire Ryan, what was said to 
your 

J.—They said, “Now, God d—n you! testify to 
what yousaid lat night, or good bye.’ [Capt. 
Cleag contradicts this most flatly, and says he 
advised the prisoner of his privileges and rights. 
The witness continued-—I can prove! was at 
Garnett's from 12 o'clock until morning, for the 
Garnetts came home and found me sitting up as 
late as balf-past 1 o'clock. Isatup with that 
girl until I discovered day. [This ia what the 
girl stated at Henryville last evening to the 
writer.} They (the citizens) came and asked 
me if Taylor or Davia did this. Isaid I did 
not know anything about it ar all. 
When they teok me out in the woods last night 
(Monday) they seid they would give me twenty 
minutes to confess. They said, Tou have got 
to tell us some kind of a tale or die. Several 
men grabbed me, and said if I did not tell about 
those clothes they would kill me. I tell you, air, 
Iam just as innocent of it as you are. What 
could I do but lie as I did? There I was, sur- 
rounded in the woods, with not a friend and no 
one to speak a word forme. When! attempted 
to plead for mercy they would say. No, God 
d——n you! tell the truthior you will swing.”’ Bo 
I tied about it. I have nothing against Squire 
Taylor or Davis; I only said what I did to save 
my life. 2 

SQUIRE TAYLOR s STATEMENT. 

Squire Taylor denies most emphatically his 
complicity with Davig and Johnson. He says he 
was at home al! Saturéay night; that he went 
bome about sundown and remained there uat!! 
morning, and that he etaid there all of Sunday. 
The only persons in the house were his wife an 
two little daughters, the oldest seven years of 
age. In his own words: “A man came and 
searched my house, about the time the people 
were going to church, perhaps between nine and 
ten o'clock, I was at Captan Parks 
house on Wednesday last, and hauled 
away two thousand five hundred 
shingles. I never bad a hand in this deed. 
Johnson owes me money for himsel‘ 
and family at my house for two weeks and four 
days. He promised to pay me by choppiag 
wood. He owes me also for hauling him down to 
John Harris’. Johnson came from Louisville 
about four montha ago. His wife lived with a 
lady named Mrs. Dick Cox, who lived on Market 
street, between ackson and Preston 
streets. That Johnson is 
notorious rascal. I 
ope Cay in the McCombs’, 
calla real e mmon nigger.’ Says I to McCombs, 
‘He is not fit to be m our society." Last Thurs- 
dey Il saw Johnson and again reminded him of 
his promise be made me, te come sure the next 
day and cut the wood, but he has never been 
nigh my house since. I was at Henryville on 
Wednesday and got a pint flask filled with 
whisky. Ibave lived in this county for twenty 
two years. and refer to good citizens for m, 
character. I did not see Charles Davis on 
Saturday night, but I saw him at Chariestow: 
on Saturday, at noon. I never went near 
Captain Park's house on Sunday after I heard of 
the murder. I told my wife to go, and I believe 
she went. The reason why I did not go was be 
cause I thought it was t<co late to go before din- 
ner, and neglected to go in the afternoon, after 
my wife returned, as I thought it would be of no 
ure. I did not go out on Monday, and then I re 
turned late. They came and found me up at 12 
o'clock Monday night. 

Squire Taylor is 9 negro of medium hight, 
very black and raw-boned. His face is not a 
bad one. He is a very ready talker, and is said 
to possess the art of dissimilation to a grea‘ 
degree. He talked much like an innocent man 
yesterday. He sometimes preaches, but follow. 
farming for a living, and has accumulated con 
eiderable property. He is believed to be the 
man who assassinated a crippled darky in 
Charlestown several years ago. An old citizen 
of Henryville last evening charged him with be- 
ing a chronie chicken-thief. Another man at 
Sellersburg said it is believed that Taylor is the 
man who fired Geo. Fry's barn. These are only 
suspicions. He has lived in Clark county for 
twenty-two years, and this is the first time he 
bas been arrested. ‘Squire Taylor is probably 


45 years old. 
CHARLES DAVIS, 


the other accomplice,is a negro of similar build, 
but older than Tay lo, is also very black, and ha: 
lived in Clark county for seven years. Like 
Taylor he stoutly denies any connection with 
the deed. He declares he was at home on Satur- 
day night; that his granddaughters, Martha and 
Mary, were both there. Hesaid: “I went to bed 
about eight o'clock, and woke up once in the 
night. I saw Taylor in Charlestown on Satur- 
day. After that I did not see him until late Sun- 
day evening. I never saw Johnson before to- 
day. Heisanew man to me. I never hada 
transaction with him in my life. My daughter 
lived with Capt. Park awhile, and was there last 
Wednesday. 
STILL MORE LIGHT. 

As soon as Taylor and Davis were ordered to 
jail, a squad of determined men set out for their 
houses to make a thorough search of the prem- 
ises, to see if any further clue could possibly be 
obtained that would throw still more ight upon 
the subject, aud, if possible, to frighten the 
women into disclosing such facts ag would ren- 
der more certain conviction of the murder- 
ers. As to the women, the parties round it mm- 
possible to coax or scare anything out of them. 
They declared their utter ignorance of any- 
thing connected with the murder, 

Abandoning this mode of detection, they pro- 
ceeded to make a thorough search of Taylor's 
house, and, after a most exhausting ransacking, 
they discovered a coat, which at onoe confirmed 
the first tale of Johnson when be made his cor- 
lesson. The coat was carried to Mr. Marion 
a k, but before they showed it he described the 
gal meut, aud remarked that there was a hole 
in one arm. This was so. It was shown to 
Marion Park, and he recognized it as his own. 
This seemed to put the matter into tangible 
shape, and at ence transforms suspicion into 
aimost certainty. Our reporter warned Taylor 
yesterday, during his interview, that if he was 
lying the articles would be recovered and he 
could not possibly escape detection, but he 
boldly maintained his innocence, and declared 
that nothing could be found about his 
bonse which would strengthen the suspicions 
ageinzt him. 

DAVIS ALSO GUILTY, 

The same party also gave Davis' house a most 
scrutinizing search, and at length found a pocket- 
book which was recognized as having belonged 
to Capt. Park. It was found in an old trunk in 
Davis’ house. 

These two circumstances do certainly seem to 
pont most strongly and Clearly to the truth of 
Johnson's confession. 

ORGANIZED BTVESTIGATOR®, 

A number of citizens living near Lebanon 
church have organized for the purpose of thor- 
oughly investigating the whole matter. They 
are going from house to house, searching every 
crack and <rerics, to find something bearing 


ing a certain place where Taylor may have de- 
posited some things, for he is known to have 
been in Charlestown on Monday.

A Young Man Poisons Himself by a 
Reckless Use of Medicine.

~ TOBACCO. TAX. 


Proposition to Consolidate the Taxes 
—Meeting of the Manufacturers. 


A meeting of the tobacco manufacturers of 
this city was held yesterday at the rooms ‘of 
Col. J. F. Buckner, Collector of this District, 
in the Cistom-houge, to meet Mr. Israel Kim 
ball, a special arent of the Internal Revenue 
Department. Col. Buckner was calied to the 
chair, and Mr. A. B. Dean was chosen secre'ary. 

Hon. Speed Fry then introduced Mr. Kimball, 
who proceeded to address the meeting at length 
upon the subject of establishing a uniform tax 
on tobacco, instead of the different taxes 
now imposed. The idea was to 


introduee 4a bill into Congress this 
winterto modify the law and impose a tax of 


thirty-two cents in place of the present taxes. 
It is believed that this would be satisfactory to 
the tol ao manufacturers, and that Congress 
could be i duced to pass such a bill. 

Measrs. Dean, Holbrook, Weisinger, Willitt, and 
Robinson were appoiated a committee to draft 
a suitable report on the sabject, and present it 
to the meeting this morning. 

A free interchange of opinion was had on the 
subject, and the discussion was generally favor- 
able to the proposition. Mr. Kimball is making 
a tour of the prominent tobacco-manufactaring 
points in the country, for the purpose of plating 
the question fairly before the manufacturers 
and getting a full expression of opinion from the 
trade. 

The meeting adjourned to meet at 11 o'clock 
this morning.
